Claim Rejections 

Claim 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 

failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 

the invention. Appropriate correction or clarification is required. 

With regard to claim 1 ? it is not understood what "the moving member" and "the 
attaching operation of the ink tank are, how the moving member and the attaching operation can 
move and can be operated and attached to the ink tank and how these limitations are seen on the 
drawing. The same is true for claims 8-9 and 1 1 . 

The claims 2-7 and 10 remain are dependent from the above claims 1 and 9 and therefore are 
also considered indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the 
United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and was 
published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 USC 102 (e) as being anticipated by Dietl (US Pat. 6,908.180). 



Dietl disclose in Figures 1-2 an ink delivery apparatus for an ink jet printhead 
comprising: 

- a communication member (38) for engaging with a moving member (42) of the ink tank (14) 

with an attaching operation (36) of the ink tank (16) to said printing head (12); 

the communication member (38) having a communication channel being guided into an ink 

storage portion (22) of the ink tank (14) being attached by the movement of the moving member 

(42). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 and 9-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2 nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 



Citation of Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. These prior art references (US Pat. 6,130,695; US Pat. 6,824,256; US Pat. 
6,837,577; US Pat. 7,086,722) cited in the PTO 892 form show an ink cartridge for use in an ink 
jet printer which is deemed to be relevant to the present invention. These references should be 
reviewed.
